AN I N D E P E N D E N T POLICY. 


Russian Acts with Allies Sim illy to 


Siinserve KusHiiiu Interests. 


London, Oct. 17.—Kussia, it appears

This war has not inspired one burs 


of oratory with a genuine heart thro' 
of human sympathy in it. It has not it 
spired a single song that rings in th 
soul. 


There are no triumphal processions, 


there is appeal to no sentiment more 
noble than brutal love of mastery or 
miserly love of money. 


At the close of the civil war we 


could indulge not in exultation over a 
fallen foe, but in rejoicing over a 
union saved from disruption. 


\Ve could shout and sing not woe to 


the vanquished, but joy to the liber- 
ated. We could not glorify the flag 
that was crushed, but sing "hurrah, 
hurrah for the flag that made yon 
free!" 


There is today no triumph over 


wrong, no selling of the captive free 
to glory in. There is only hard and i 
pitiless clang of steel and the hoarse 
shout of conquest and mastery over 
the aspirations of people who have 
long struggled as our fathers did for 
freedom and independence.—Chicago 
Chronicle.

A. W. Moody, who manages tne 


pickle business of Alart & McGuire 
of ijfreen Bay was in the city Wednes- 
day and Thursday engaged in paying 
off the farmers for the cucumbers they 
have raised and delivered to the com- 
pany during the past season. Mr- 
Moody reports that the farmers so far 
have expressed themselves as greatly 
pleased with the returns received this 
year and have pretty generally said 
that they would be pleased to go into 
the matter more extensively next sea- 
son- 
Mr. Moody stated that it was 


really a surprise to him that the far- 
mers in this section were so favorably 
impressed with this year's experi- 
ments, as the season was so unfavor- 
able in the start that the yield was 
oretty generally small and nothing 
like an average year. 


Mr. Mood3~ stated that one man near 


Green Bay this year picked 5334 worth 
of cucumbers from two acres of 
ground- This was not told to give 
people the idea that it was an average 
yield or even an ordinary one. but 
was merely mentioned as an incident, 
and to show what enormous produc- 
tions were made when all the condi- 
tions happened to combine so as to 
produce a.ri abnormal yield. 


Xext year no contracts will be made 


with the farmers in this section unless 
a building is erected here to be used 
as a salting station. What the cost 
of a building for this purpose will be 
can only be told after it is determined 
what the capacity will be. Mr. Moody 
sa;>s that, from what has been said by 
the farmers who have tried the experi- 
ment of raising cucumbers this year, 
from

contracted for. 
If 500 acres, were 


planted it would mean, with an aver- 
age yield, the production of 2.000 
bushels of cucumbers, which would 
necessitate the building of a jrood 
sized plant, considerably larger than 
was expected when the experiment 
was tried this spring- 


Some of our business men who are 


interested in the matter met Mr. 
Moody oa Thursday and talked over 
the jnethods and the accessary invest- 
ment of capital ia order to put up the 
building required by the company and 
Messrs. Alart & McGuire will submit 
a plan as soon as they have received 
positive assurance that the business 
men here are ready to help them.

A large crowd turned out Tuesday 


evening to hear the Hon. H. A. Cooper 
rip the democratic party up the back 
and he satisfied the most fastidious in 
this line.

He said, however, that there were 


other trusts and that no method had 
as yet been discovered by which they 
could be dealt with effectively and that 
no suggestion had ever been made by 
either party by which these things 
could be got rid of. 
Here is where 


there is cause to differ with Mr. Coo- 
per. The Chicago Times Herald of 
March, 1899, says. 


"Most certainly it should be the 


duty of congress, in both branches of 
which the republicans have a majority 
to abolish or suspend the protective 
duty on the products of any industry 
which has been organized into a trust 
and which has arbitrarily raised the 
prices of such products." 


The St. Paul Pioneer Press in April 


1900 
said: "The whole list of protected 


monopolies ought to be 
brought 


within the purview of a tariff reform 
which would enable foreign competi- 
tion to put a -limit on their ability to 
raise prices." * 


The republican party has declared 


against the trusts and promised in 
times past that everything would be 
done to dispose of these great bands 
of organized robbers, and after com- 
ing in power they have put on a high 
tariff where the trusts wanted it in 
order to carry on their business at a 
greater profit, instead of cutting down 
the tariff on articles so that they would 
come into competition and be manu- 
factured at only a fair profit. 


Mark 
Hanna says "there are 


no trusts,'' that "there are jjood and 
bad trusts," and that "they don't hurt 
the laboring man any, anyway,'" but 
then Mark has said several things dur- 
ing the past few years that were aot 
ia accordance with strict veracity. 
Xobody, not even the democratic 
speakers, has denied that there is an 
ice trust in New York, and we have 
aot heard aayone try to defend the 
actioas of that trust nor try to make 
the public believe that it is a good 
thing, but one thing is certain, it is 
not robbing the people in this imme- 
diate vicinity to any appreciable extent 
The onH- woader is that the republi- 
cans do aot claim it is an "infant in- 
dustry'" and clamor for a high pro- 
tective tariff on ice. 


Tbe parade before the speech was

CHANG YEN HOON EXECUTED. 


Chinese Statesman Belieadetl by Ortler 


of Empress Do 


Washington. D. C.. Oct. IU.—Confirma- 
tion has been received here of the p-xe- 
c-utioa on July 20 of Chaug Yen Hoon, 
the former Chinese minister ro the Unit- 
ed States. Chang "was a loyal adherem 
of the Emperor and a warm supporter oi 
the latter's reform movements. 
When 
the Empress Dowager supplanted the 
Emperor txvo years ago he was bauisheu 
to Xebradoo. but through the inrerver- 
tlon. of American and British iniuisrers. 
his punishment -was commuted to banish- 
ment in the distant province of Ivashjra- 
ria. It now appears that the Empress 
Dowager, taking advantage of the lat€ 


dered his execution by decapitation. 
Chang was considered by those familial 
with Chinese affairs as one of the ablest 
men ia China. He- had been decorated 
by the Queen of Great Britain and by 
the Emperor of Russia, and Germany. 
He was pre-eminently the most libera' 


and had his life been spared till the oc- 
cunation of Pekiu by the 
allies, ht

We know from ancient history that 


some of the greatest men of the old 
world were fat, but it is news to hear 
that they were troubled in their minds 
on that account. Banting is generally 
supposed to be an invention of the pres- 
ent century, but that this is not the 
case is shown by the treatise by Galea 
on the foods best adapted for prevent- 
ing, or reducing, obesity, which has 
now been edited for the first time in 
the original Greek by a German 
scholar. 


From an interesting acconnt supplied 


by a writer in the Lancet, we learn that 
the treatise 'in question, which was 
written somewhere in the second cen- 
tury- A. D-, was discovered in 1S40 and 
purchased by the Bibliotheque Xa- 
tionale. The MS. was frequently re- 
ferred to by ancient anchors, and there 
seems no reason to donbt that it is 
really the work of the famous physi- 
cian- Be that as it may, It is note- 
worthy that the treatise is a scientific 
anticipation of the banting system, 
which became popular about the mid- 
dle of tliis century. Galen deprecates 
the use of drugs, and says that the 
proper way to reduce fat is by dieting. 
He recommends eating leeks, onions, 
mustard and nasturtiums, among green 
herbs, and fishes which haunt rocks 
and birds frequenting mountains, say- 
ing that aquatic birds are fat-produc- 
ers. One of his most cnrious bints is 
that vegetables which have been pre- 
served in vinegar or brine are food for 
the fat, and herein he anticipates the 
•'mixed pickles." which are considered 
on the continent to be a purely English 
invention. Some of his recommenda- 
tions read very comically nowadays, 
but all of them are full of common 
sense, and it seems extraordinary that 
so much knowledge should be lost to 
the world for so many years. There 
is nothing new under the sun, not even 
the present craze for a slim figure, and 
Galen's treatise shows us that after all 
people of 1700 years ago were men of 
like passions with ourselves.—London 
Globe.

There still exists on our coasts a class 


of mea known as "hovellers^' or swip- 
ers—a. modernized survival of"~tiie old 
wrecker fraternity—that earus a Hveli- 
hood'by the recovery of -wreckage. Dur- 
ing the summer mouths of last year iip- 
irard of 140 tons of anchors and chains 
•were dragged from the bed of the i>ea iu 
the Downs and Yarmouth roads alone. 
The hardv fishermen of the 2vorth sea 
frequentlv make valuable hauls in the 
shape of "derelict or distressed vessels, or 
of suukeii goods that become entangled 
ia-their nshiajr gear. 
A few mouths ago a large vessel, car- 
rying a genera! cargo, grounded and be- 
came waterlogged oa a sandbank off the 
east, coast. Iu a few hours a host ef 
fishing boats of various nationalities 
gathered, vulture-like, from a previously- 
deserted sea.
